DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-48 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has claimed 
uniquely distinct features in the instant invention which are not found in the prior art either 
singularly or in combination acquiring a status of at least one monitored resource profile in 
the plurality of resource profiles; and rendering the hierarchy in a fishbone layout, including 
rendering a visual representation of the status of the monitored resource profile. These 
features are not found or suggested in the prior art. 

The closest prior art, Jones discloses a conventional for navigating through electronically 
stored information using a hierarchical index or table of contents, in a hypertextual client- 
server network environment such as the World Wide Web; either singularly or in 
combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underline limitation obvious.
